10,000 Watch Flag Day Parade 


Special Exhibits And Floats Add To Colorful 
Event; Dr. Stearns Warns Of Post-War Challenges 


Wartime Andover took on a Car- 
nival aspect last Sunday, as 10,000 
residents of Andover and surround- 
ing communities gathered to watch 
the largest parade in the town’s 
history, in which about 3,000 
marchers and a score of vehicles 
took part. Traffic entering and 
leaving Andover on Flag Day was 
the heaviest of the several months 
since tire rationing, and later gas 
rationing, went into effect. Prob- 
ably half the number watching the 
demonstration were from out of 
town. : 

Nearly all patriotic and civilian 
defense units in the parade—the 
first public appearance of the lat- 
ter groups—wore uniforms or other 
distinctive dress, and the mile- 
long line of march was undoubtedly 
the most colorful ever seen here. 
Special exhibits from the local 
mills and floats from other business 
firms here were an outstanding fea- 
ture. 

The main exercises of the day 
took place on the south balcony of 


the Memorial auditorium imme- 
diately after the line of march be- 
fore an audience of about 3000. A 
special amplifying system had 
heen installed in order that all 
might hear the addresses made. 
Selectman Roy BH. Hardy, serving 
as master of ceremonies, introduced 
Rev. John S. Moses, rector of 
Christ church, who offered prayer. 
WELCOMES NEW CITIZENS 
Selectman Hardy, in welcoming 
a recently naturalized group of An- 
dover residents into citizenship, 
congratulated them on their newly 
acquired rights, privileges and du- 
ties. “For 300 years,” he said, “Lib- 
erty-loving people have made great 
sacrifices to make Andover a real 
home of democracy. Now the things 
we once fought for are threatened 
again, and we must once more de- 
fend ourselves in order that ‘this 
nation, under God, may have a new 
birth of freedom, and that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people

According to word received by 
Superintendent of Schools Edward 
I. Brickson yesterday from the Of- 
fice of Price Administration and the 
state board of education, a new 
registration for a permanent plan 
for gasoline rationing will take 
place in the public schools on July 
1, 2, and 8. Probably only the 
Shawsheen and Punchard buildings 
will be used. Local school teachers 
and other volunteers will do the 
registering, and other details will 
be the same as before. Registration 
hours will be announced later. 

Since the registration has been 
ordered to take place during the 
first week of July, the ruling that 
the federal use tax stamp, pur- 
chasable at $5.00 at the local post 
office, must be attached to the car 
window by then, has now been re- 
vised. Car owners are advised to 
carry the stamps loose to bring to 
the public schools, in order that the 
serial numbers on them may be 
transferred to the new coupon ra- 
tioning book. 

In view of the ruling, effective 
last Monday, that each unused unit 
on A and B gas cards will be good 
for six instead of three gallons, and 
that the time of validity of the 
present cards has been lengthened 
through July 15, the local board 
has been instructed to accept ap- 
plications for additional rations be- 
tween now and July 15, provided 
such additional supplies are needed. 

Ration books for gasoline are to 
be issued in place of the present 
cards; these books, which will fit 
into a wallet or a vest pocket, will 
contain six sheets of eight coupons 
each, and will represent a year’s 
allowance for each consumer. The

War Secretary Praises 


Diplomas To 213; Clark Wins Scholastic Prize 


Thirteen local boys, the largest 
local representation in a Phillips 
Academy graduating class in sev- 
eral years, were among the 213 re- 
ceiving their diplomas from Secre- 
tary of War Henry L. Stimson at 
the commencement exercises in 
Cochran chapel last Friday morn- 
ing. They were William §S. Barn- 
ard, George Brown, Jr., Lincoln D. 
Clark, Willet L. Eccles, Jr., Gordon 
B. Blliot, Jr., Warren Arthur 
Lewis, Russell H. Lord, Jr., James 
McMahon, Allan L. Northam, Frank 
R. Strong, Philip R. Toohey, Gerard 
N. Twomey, and Vasco HB. Nunez, 
Ag, 

Lincoln D. Clark of 4 Stirling 
street received one of the five ma- 
jor awards made annually at Phil- 
lips on Commencement Day, win- 
ning the Faculty prize, awarded to 
the member of the graduating class 
who has maintained the highest 
average in scholarship. 


Among 17 boys initiated into 
Cum Laude, Phillips honorary 
scholastic society, was William S. 
Barnard of Andover. Seniors 
elected to the society earlier in the 
year included Lincoln D. Clark, 
Russell H. Lord, Jr., and Gerard N. 
Twomey of Andover. 


Mr. Stimson, in his first visit here 
since the outbreak of the war, de- 
livered a rather surprising message 
to the assembly, advising the new 
graduates not to volunteer for ac- 
tive service, but to wait their call 
from “a step in legislation we have 
taken which did not exist in earlier 
days, the selective service law, 
drawn with great care to actually 
select citizens for the most useful 
part they can play in this great test 
of war.” Mentioning that the gradu- 
ating class members were un- 
doubtedly “straining at the leash 
to get into the fray,’ he told them 
that “you, with all our young men, 
are face to face with the approach 
of that most difficult and danger- 
ous, but noble task of citizenship— 
the service of your country in war.” 


Saying that the problems of war 
had grown more complicated as our 
civilization has grown so, Mr. 
Stimson warned that such problems 
could not be solved by having 
everyone rush into, for instance, 
the field of aviation. ““‘We have a 
future America to think of” he said. 
“The problem of the creation of a 
new world, now crumbling around 
us, awakens the need for trained 
men to build it up again.” 


TRAINED MEN NEEDED 


“For now,’ he continued, ‘do 
what is chosen for you by others, 
and do not act on your own im- 
pulses. We are all needed, and you, 
as trained men, will be better 
equipped than those without train- 
ing.” 

“When you do go into the service 
of your country, you will go as 
members of a splendid fellowship. 
The present army of the United 
States is a grand army. Even now, 
before leaving this country, they 
are performing a great service. 
Only a year ago, people were ask- 
ing ‘how good is the morale of our 
army?’ Now they refrain from ask- 
ing such a question, since the army 
is giving morale to the nation. 

“An American soldier has very 
high standards; he is brave with- 
out descending to brutality and 
cruelty, self-confident to the high- 
est extent, but not boastful and 
arrogant. Keep this in mind if 
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Morale, Awards Phillips 


and when the great function falls 
to you. 

“I wish you good luck, and may 
God bless you all at this, our last 
meeting.” 


1500 BOYS IN SERVICE 


Dr. Claude M. Fuess, speaking a 
final word to the class after the 
presentation of diplomas to student 
marshals by Secretary Stimson, 
told them that “more than 1500 
boys whose diplomas I have signed 
are now being tested on many 
fronts for loyalty and courage, and 
they are nobly meeting their re- 
sponsibilities. Your own class of 
1942 is warm in my heart, for we 
have gone through much together. 
Four years ago, we were lukewarm 
to world affairs, but now we are all 
keenly interested in a modern and 
momentous crusade for the great- 
est issue the world has ever 
known.” 


“This is no time for sentiment 
or tears,” he concluded, “and I say 
again: you are no Lost Generation, 
you will never complain or retreat. 
...Be strong in the Lord and in 
His might. You will not fail your 
country, and you will be true to 
yourselves and worthy of this 
great school.” 


DR. SEYMOUR’S ADDRESS 


President Charles Seymour of 
Yale, delivering the Cum Laude ad- 
dress, said that “there is only one 
topic worthy of discussion, the way 
the men graduating today should 
meet their new obligations... Yet 
no man, old or young, can answer 
the question, ‘how am I to live my 
life’ for another. The answer must 
be given by the individual, based 
on his circumstances, good or 
bad.” 


Sketching the details of the 
achievements of St. Francis of As- 
sisi, Joan of Are and Lawrence of 
Arabia, all of whom did unpre- 
cedented things and achieved an 
almost unbelievable success, Dr. 
Seymour said that such careers 
were to be viewed, not as physical 
miracles or grand adventures, but 
as the results of long and rig- 
orous processes of self-discipline. 
“Though separated by centuries, 
these three people were great be- 
cause they dared to reject conven- 
tions and win their own personal 
freedom, not by luck or courage, 
but by the development of their per- 
sonal characteristics. 

“There was never a time when 
the country so needed men of char- 
acter to make its decisions. As 
General Hugh Drum has said, ‘the 
army neéds resourceful and highly- 
educated men, simply because they 
know how to think.’ 


TO WIN THE PEACE 


“Tf we are to beat the Axis, we 
must have first-rate men as well as 
first-rate machines. This is even 
more true of the peace to follow, 
which we must also win. The after- 
math of the last war was not due to 
the treaty of peace; the opportu- 
nity might have been capitalized. 
The ideals of individual freedom 
were lost in the easy-going mater- 
ialism of the 20’s, a period in which 
men forgot that freedom must be 
paid for.” 

“This war must result in a guar- 
anteed freedom for all nations to 
live their own lives. A price must 
be paid. We cannot choose the

CO-OPERATION REQUIRED 


Sir Gerald Campbell, director of 
British Information Services in this 
country, stressed the need for com- 
plete co-operation between Britain 
and the United States, at the alum 
ni luncheon in the Case building 
Friday afternoon. “Total co-opera- 
tion (between two countries),” he 
said, “requires mutual understand- 
ing of each other’s position...We 
are not going to win the war by 
making Englishmen think like Am- 
ericans...but we can lose the war 
if the Englishman does not under- 
stand the American point of 
view...” 


Sir Gerald said that he was not 
asking a betrayal or sacrifice of 
nationalism, but rather that he 
thought a little nationalism was 
good. He then described how the 
British people were placing war 
service above self, and how the 
whole population had been con- 
verted to winning the war in al- 
most the religious sense of the 
word “converted.” Since Dunkirk, 
he added, the British people have 
learned to be proud of their indus- 
trial machine in the same way that 
they had, in the past, been proud 
of their Navy. 


PRAISES LOCAL MEN 


Dr. Fuess, also a_ luncheon 
speaker, publicly praised several 
Andover residents as_ follows: 


“Much of the sturdy quality of this 
school is due to its permanent staff. 
I call your attention to the fact that 
Alfred L. Ripley, of the Trustees, 
is now completing his fortieth year 
on the board, a period during which 
he has been a tower of strength 
in the determination of procedures 
and policies. On the faculty, cer- 
tain men may be said to belong to 
the reunion groups. Horace Martin 
Poynter has served 40 years, 
George Franklin French 35, Carl 
Friedrich Pfatteicher and Freder- 
ick William Stott for 30, and Roy 
Edward Spencer for 25. It is 
through men like these that a con- 
tinuing tradition is preserved... 
they ensure stability; and stability 
is of especial importance in times 
like these, when the familiar land- 
marks and standards sometimes 
disappear almost overnight.” 


Dr. Fuess announced the resigna- 
tion as trustee of the school of 
President Ernest Martin Hopkins 
of Dartmouth college. 


Several gifts of local significance 
were among those mentioned by the 
Headmaster. Friends of the late 
Allen Rogers Benner, professor of 
Greek at the Academy for many 
years, have started a fund in his 
memory, the income to be used for 
the purchase of books for the 
school library. Eli Lilly of Indian- 
apolis has contributed a substan- 
tial amount for archaeological 
work, in memory of the late Dr. 
Warren King Moorehead.

“No one acquainted 
with Andover history needs to be 
told how much ‘Gus’ Thompson 
gave of himself, his energy and his 
resources to this school. Here on

We believe that any inconvenience caused by the stopping of 
this transportation service must be considered as a small con- 
tribution to the war effort. The Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion would not countenance our operating a vehicle for pleasure 
purposes this summer when the materials consumed by that 
truck are sorely needed for delivering fuel both now and next 
winter. 


We hope our many friends will realize the reasons for this 
change and understand its necessity. As soon as the emergency

‘Modern 
Camping Guide,’ by G. W. Martin, 
would seem to have included all the 
information any camper would ever 
need to know, since it discusses 
camping afoot and canoe camping, 
and includes valuable information 
about everything from food and 
provisions to bedding and sleeping 
equipment. Another good book is 
‘Camping and Woodcraft’ by Horace 
Kephart which contains practical 
directions for equipping and con- 
ducting a camping party. If moun- 
tain climbing is your meat, you will 
be interested in ‘Handbook of Am- 
erican Mountaineering’ by K. A. 
Henderson, which is a _ practical 
manual designed by the American 
Alpine Club and will be useful both 
to the beginner and the expert. 


“Bicycling and hostelling will, we 
feel sure, more than come into their 
own this summer. ‘Bicycling As a 
Hobby’ by Geist is a book that you 
will want to read in preparation 
for your trip, since it begins at the 
beginning discussing the parts of a 
bicycle, its repair, and how to 
ride, as well as outlining possible 
trips varying in length from one 
day to two weeks. For places to 
stay consult the 1942 American 
Youth Hostel Handbook. 


“Tf possibly all this seems strenu- 
ous, why not turn your attention 
toward knowing more about the 
natural wonders about you? Most 
of us have always intended to and 
have pleaded lack of time. There 
are many books to help you but 
perhaps none better than the field 
books published by Putnam, of 
which the best known are the 
‘Field Book of Wild Birds and 
Their Music’ and the ‘Field Book 
of American Wild Flowers.’

We have put special empha- 
sis upon books that will contribute 
to your enjoyment of the out-of- 
doors, but you will find, too, at the 
library books on many subjects to 
fit many interests and needs— 
books for sheer recreation and 
books for serious cerebration. Let 
us help you to select a balanced 
diet of books for the summer, You 
do not need a ration ecard here.

With the beginning of the can- 
ning season about a month away, 
local housewives accustomed to 
preserving fruits will be interested 
to learn that special supplies of 
sugar for this purpose will be 
granted them through the ration- 
ing board. 


The amount of sugar granted for 
this purpose will be one pound per 
four quarts of finished canned fruit, 
and one pound each year per per- 
son for use in preparing preserves, 
jams, jellies or fruit butters. 


In no event will an individual or 
a family unit be permitted more 
sugar than is necessary to can the 
quantity of fruit which the board 
thinks reasonable in view of the 
season, practices of the individual 
and community, and other factors. 
Applications may be made by one 
adult member of a family unit for 
his family, or by a consumer not 
a member of a family unit. The ap- 
plicant will be asked to furnish the 
following information: the names 
of consumers for whom the applica- 
tion is filed, and the serial numbers 
of their ration books; the number 
of quarts of fruit canned in 1941; 
the number now in possession of 
the applicant; the number to be 
canned during the period for which 
application is made; whether sugar 
will be used for preserving; and the 
excess sugar supply as of the time 
of registration, and any reduction 
since then. 

They must bring the sugar books 
for each member of their family 
units with them, since the numbers 
from these books will be _ trans- 
ferred to the special certificates.

From New Caledonia 


Staff Sergeant Arthur Williams, 
a former Andover resident now sta- 
tioned tin New Caledonia, has re- 
cently sent the local post, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, an interesting let- 
ter thanking them for one of their 
“comfort kits’ and describing his 
life “down under” in some detail. 

He mentioned that “There is only 
one other Andover fellow with 
whom I have come into contact, 
and, strange as it seems, he is tin 
the same group as I am. His name 
is ‘Mike’ Catanzaro. His folks live 
on Corbett street. 

“The monetary system (in New 
Caledonia) is French, but the ex- 
change isn’t very hard or compli- 
cated after one has used the money 
once or twice. The good old Ameri- 
can dollar is worth 43 francs, and 
twenty American dollars go a long 
way over here... 

“Recreational facilities are so 
few that the only thing left to do 
after the evening meal is to go to 
sleep...most fellows are asleep by 
8:00. We listen to the news from 
San Francisco each night, then we 
stay around listening to phonograph 
records for a few minutes and then 
dirft back to our tents,” 

The letter is typical of others 
sent to the V. F. W. post’s comfort 
committee, all of which are being 
carefully preserved for what will 
some day be their historical signifi- 
cance. The committee has heard 
from John Anderson of Chestnut 
street, William Deyermond of Shaw- 
sheensheen road, Edmund Gaudet 
of Shawsheen, Roy Hood of Abbot 
street, Donald Surette of Locke 
street, and James Thomson of 
Highland road, all in foreign ser- 
vice.
